THe ANNUAL MEBTING—ACTION ON THE 
Deats vor Presipent Francis B. Hares 
—ELE&cTION or OFrFIcERs. 


The annual meeting of the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society was held at eleven 
o’clock Saturday forenoon, Oct. 4th inst, at 
the Horticultural Building. The display of 
fruit in the upper hall was one of the finest 
ever made by the society at this season of 
the year. The first vice president, Colonel 
Joho B. Moore presided, and in the absence 
o! the secretarv, Mr. Manning, on account of 
iliness, Colonel Henry W. Wilson was chose 
en secretary pro tem. Hon. Marshall P. 
Wilder presented resolutions prepared by 
the ex-presidents on the death of the late 
president of the society, Hon. Francis B. 
Hayes. The resolutions were read by the 
secretary, and were 4s follows: 
Resolutions. 
Resolve’, That the memers of this Soci- 
ety deeply deplore the afflictive providence 
which has removed from us the president of 
this institution, How Francis B. Hayes, in 
the full maturity of manhood, from the field 
of his useful ana honorable labors in our be 
half, andatatime when his services were 
so highly appreciated, and when his efforts 
for the prosperity and elevation of this soci 
ety were producing such beneficent and hap- 
py resulte, 

Resolved, That the ceceased, by his ex- 
tensive collection of trees aed planta, his 
large contributions to our exhibitions, his 
constant attendance at our meetings and dis- 
cussic ps, hie wise counsel in the administra- 
tion of our financial affaires, and his lively 
interest in the promotion of rural adornment 
and the pleasures of rural life, will bs grate- 
tually remembered in tae history and progress 
of our association. 

Reso. ved, That in the sudden removal of 
our tate president we recognise the hand of 
an overruling Providence, to which we rev 
@ ently bow ; whose goodness in the past 
we gratefully acknowledge, and whose wis— 
dom we cannot doubt ; and we hereby tene 
der our sympathy te hie bereaved family in 
this hour of their «ffliction.

VEGETABLE RAJSING IN GREEN 
LAND. 

In Greenland attempts have been made to 
raise some of the common piants of Europe 
an gardens. At the Danish station o! 
Godthaab (latitude 64°) close to the open 
sea, turnips, radishes, lettuces and parsiey 
are almost the only plants that can be 
cultivated with any suecess. The turnip, 
ndeed requires a favorable summer to pro 
ijuce anything like tolerable specimens. The 
cabbages are scarcely worthy of the name ; 
but at two inland stations up the fjord, 
about 30 miles north of Godthaab, the ci: 
mate is strikingly different. Here, Dr. Rink 
ofurms us, turnips always come to pertirc 
ion, carrots prosper well and attain a fair 
sige, and cabbages though unable to develo; 
thick stalks, yet produce large leaves, whic! 
the provident Danes stow away for winter 
use. Attempts have been made to cultivate 
yotatoes, but the tubers never atiain a sige 
arger than marbles, and are only grown 
and eaten as curiosities. Under the mos! 
favorable circumstances green peas only 
»roduce shells in which the peas are barely 
recognizable. This is within the Arctic 
circle, or at least on its immediate borders. 
In South Greenland—the site of the old 
Norsemen’s settlements — horticulture is 
practiced under more favorable circumstan- 
ces. Atsome of the posts, in about the 
same latitude as Christiana, good carrots 
vave been produced, and in a torcing frame 
strawberries have grown well and yielded 
fruit for several years, but they afterward 
died, owing probably to the severity of the 
climate. At Julianshaab turnips often at 
tain aweight of more than half a pound, 
and are fit for table in the middie of July. 
Radishes are fit to be eaten in the middle of 
June. Khubarb grows pretty vigorousiy, 
and cap be raised from seeds. Green vab- 
nage attains a good size, but never the nor- 
nal taste and pungency @f the vegetable. 
At Jokobshavn, in 69 degrees, 13 minutes, 

sur good friend, Dr. Piaff used to: raise a 
‘ew radishes, and the locality being sheltered 
the tiny patch of earth on the rocks, whic’ 
in that remove place passed for a garden, 
produced ‘crops’ almost as luxuriant as 
Gudthaab in the south.—(Countries of the 
World.

THE SPARROW MUST GO. 


DECLARED A Pest and a Nuisance—Re 
SULT OF INVESTIGATIONS BY A COMMIT- 
TER OF THE ORNITHOLOGISTS' UNION. 


(Boston Daily Advertiser.) 

The fate of the European house sparrow 
Passer domesticus, nore widely known as 
the Kuglisn sparrow, hangs in the balance. 
He has been in the hands of a committee of 
the Amencan Union of Or:nithologists, and 
this committee laid its report belore tue Cune 
gress now in session at the American 
Museum of Natural History. The sparrow 
was entirely unrepresented on the commit- 
vee, and tne friends of the bird c'aim that 
the verdict of such a jury should be set 
aside. At any rate, the sparrow may con- 
gratuiate himself upon pul.ing the commit- 
tee to considerable trouble and expense. 
Toe report was presented by Dr. Holder of 
the American Museum of Natural History 
in @ paper calied “ The Eigibility of the 
English Sparrow.” He said the question 
was of enormous importance. Thousands of 
circulars asking lor information on this 
question had been distributed, and answers 
vad been received trom ail parts of the 
country, from Caiifornia to Canada. Poila- 
deipbia was (the Centre of agilalion against 
ihe sparrow, being almost solidly opposed 
lo the bird, 

The sparrow was introduced into Eastern 
cities in 1858. In ten years it spread 
through New Kogiand. Letters from Sout 
Atlanuc States and tne interior of Southern 
Slates state thal the sparrow has not been 
seen there yet. From ail the evidence in its 
possession the cummiliee cunciudes that 
wherever lhe sparrow is fuund at @ distance 
from thickly populated cenires it bas been 
involuntarily iniroduced, Upon its arrive: 
tu America (he sparrow gaiued a reputation 
48 QD insect-eater, lt was considered the 
deadly foe of the measuring worm. Tue 
weigut of the evidence, in Wr. Holder's 
Opinion, Was thal the sparrow Was @ Dul- 
sance, (nal ils Capacily ur destruction was 
immense and thal li it ever Decame as 
uumervus inthe West as it is in the East 
the grain crops wouiu suffer beyond calculae 
uon.
